1767 of the Regulations, as amended by General Or- 
ders, No. 7, 1890, Adjutant-Geveral’s Office, is fur- 
ther amended to read as fcllows: 


UNDRESS FOR ALL OFFICERS. 

1767. For marches, fatigue duty, and ordinary wear.—A sack 
coat of dark biue clotb or serge; siugie Dreustes ; standing 
collar, f»stened witb book and eye; coat to close with a flap 
contsining five concealed bieck buttons and button-holes; 
the skirt toextend from one-third to two-tbirda the ds- 
tance from the hip Joint to the bend of the knee, according 
to beigbt of wearer. To be cut to fit the figure 'yv; back 
in a siogle piece with curved side seams; a vertical upening 
in each side at the hip, according to pattern ; the sword belt 
to be worn underneath the coat, the sword hook emerging 
through the opening in the lett sine. The shoulder strap to 
be worn; toe insignia of the corpsor the number of the 
regiment on esch side of the collar, accorcing to pattera. 

Trimmings.—Of lustrous black mobair flat-braid, as fol- 
lows wo be edged all around the bottom, the front edges, 
the collar, and for six inches upward from the bottom, 
along both side openings of the skirt, with braid one inch 
wide. On each side of the breast, five dcubie rows of 
three eigbtbs incb braid, with crow’s feet at the outer ends; 
the crow’s feet of the toprows extending neariy to the 
sleeve seams, the lowest crow’s feet to be about six inches 
apart, sco rding to measure of waist, On each sieeve, an 
Autrian koot of three-eighths ivch braid, according to 
patte:n, extendic@ about nive inches upward trom the bot- 
tom of the cuff; along each back seam a double row of 
tbhree-eigbtbs inch braid ending with crow’s feet at top and 
bottom. At discretion of wearer there may be two or four 
smal! outside pockets on the breast, the openings to be cun- 
cealed by the braid. 

When officers are serving in the field, the coat as above 
descrined will be worn except that the braid trimmings may 
be omitted. During the warm season department com- 
manders may sutborize this coat to be worn made of white 
duck or white fl.onel, without braid.

able. Nothing like it has ever before been seen in 
America. Nothing like it will again be seen by this 
generation. [t was the culmination of all past 
Grand Army parades. From this time forward there 
will bea decrease in the number of veterans at- 
tending national encampments, until the last post 
answers the final roll call. Every veteran in the 
land bad a desire to visit Washington. Each in 
years past had a personal interest in its safety, and 
all were anxious to revisit it before the final sum- 
mons. The living who had been in the grand re- 
view in 1865 longed to again appear in line. For 
them Washington had many a sacred memory. Lin- 
coln, Grant, McClellan, Meade, Warren, Hancock, 
Sherman, Sheridan, Hooker—all were dead; yet 
their spirits seemed to linger in the national capital. 
When Washington was named as the place for the 
twenty-seventh encampment the spirit of patriot- 
ism flamed in the hearts of the veterans as it had 
never burned since the war. No wonder that they 
came here by the hundreds of thousands. The op- 
portunity was magnificent. All would be more than 
welcome. The citizens of the District had poured 
out their money, regardless of expense, to entertain 
the visitors. Schoolhouses and public buildings had 
been set aside for dormitories, and actes upon acres 
of tents were spread around the Washington Monu- 
mentand in the — parks. The promised wel- 
come was real. b drivers charged no more than 
in ordinary timer, and lodgings and meals wer® to 
be had at reasonable rates. Railroad fares were re- 
duced one-half, and excursion trains were run to 
the battlefields at low rates. No complaint of ex- 
tortion has been made. The Grand Army veterans 
swarmed tothe city in full faith, and their faith 
was not misplaced.” 

Generali O. O. Howard, U. 8S. A., was unanimously 
chosen President of the Society of the army of the 
Tennessee. Other officers were elected as follows : 
Secretary and Adjutant General, Gen. W. T. Clark; 
Vice-President Fifteenth Corps, Gen. Bernard G. 
Farrar; the Sixteenth Corps, Gen. G. M. Dodge; 
the Seventeenth Corps,Gen. Rusk; Thirteenth Corps, 
Gen. George W. Clark. 

Gen. Howard, the last surviving Commander of 
the Army of the Tennessee, then delivered a short 
inaugural address, which was received with en- 
thusiasm. Speeches were made by Generals Green 
B. Raum, E. A. Carr, U. S. A., Granville B. Dodge, 
Secretary Rusk, Secretary Noble, and Col. Asa C. 
Mattbews. 

Gen. Dodge told of an incident of his recent trip 
to Norway. He was making bis way toward home 
and was sick, and after having travelled a long dis- 
tance he reached a town and was directed to the 
beat hotel there.

THE KRAG-JORGENSEN GUN. 

Tue illustrations of the» Krag-Jorgensea gun 
which appeared in the Jounnan of Sept. 17, were 
taken from the specification for the American pat- 
ent dated June 10, 1890. This shows the gun as 
adopted by the Danish Government, and our de- 
scription applied to that. The principal difference 
in the gun as recommended by the Small Arms 
Board is in the position of and manner of Er 
the maqnase gate. In the Danish gun the bh 
vertical and the gate swings out and forward (as we 
illustrated), lea the opening for the introduo- 
tion of cartridges a flat space from which the 
would roll out unless the whole{gun was tip 
over to the left. 





THE MAGAZINE GATE OPENED. 


In the Board’s gun the gate has a horizontal hinge 
below, and opens downwards, leaving a pvarrow 
opening with an inclined bottom through and over 
which the cartridges pass on to the floor proper of 
the magazine. This is shown iv the illustrations ac- 
companying this. These changes necessitated a 
number of others in the details of the magazine me- 
chanism, but the essential plan of workiog is un- 
changed. 

The bolt bas no half-cock notch a3 on the Danisb, 
but a safety lock rather similar to that on the Ger- 
man and Belgian arms is introduced insteal. 

The barre! cover of the Danish gun is omitted, the 
bande, sights, etc., being there on the barrel, as 
usual. The Board did not at all like these barrel 
covers. They got very hot and there was no way of 
cooling them, whereas a stream of water through a 
hot barrel would coolit. The gun adopted tor our 
Service is much lighter than the Danish. It hasalso 
a shorter barrel and a slender one. 

The clip, or packet, method of loading the maga- 
zine is not essential, a: five cartrid held loosely 
in the hand can be poured into the magazine about 
as — as they can be dropped in from the 
holder. The packet does not enter the gun as in 
the German aud Austrian arms. A flanged car- 
tridge has been substituted for the rimless one.

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THE ACCIDENT TO THE PHILADELPHIA. 


U. 8. 8. PHILADELPHIA, 
CHESAPEAKE Bary, Sept. 18, 1893. 


To the Secretary of the Navy: 

Sir: | regret very much having to report that 
during the sham battle yesterday, at Baltimore 
Lieut. A. A. Ackerman was slightiy injured and 
three of bis gun’s crew were seriously hurt by the 
premature explosion of a 6inch cartridge. To 
guard against accidents and to insure the success of 
the demonstration, a written memorandum had 
been prepared and given to each divisional officer. 
Moreover, just before going to general quarters, a 
message was sent by a naval cadet to each officer in 
command of agun division,directing him to allow no 
accumulation of ammunition on deck. Thismemo- 
randum directed that guns be fired at intervals of 
20 seconds, making an interval of two minutes be- 
ape fires of the same gun; later they were to fire 
at will. 

The cartridge in question was being put into the 
gun when it —— blowing a hole through the 
tarpaulin over the ward-room sxylight and sending 
the unconsumed but burnin ns of wder 
through the ammunition scuttle and skyligbt into 
the magazine passage and wardroom, causing dense 
volumes of smoke to arise, giving che impression to 
every one in that part of the vessel that the ship 
was on firein or near the magazine. Indeed this was 
the report made to me on the bridge, and [ at once 
ordered the red flag hauled down @he signal agreed 
upon for ceasing fire on both sides), the fire bell 
rung and the magazine flooded. 

Fortunately, through the coolness and courage of 
Lieut. Fremont (the officer in charge of the powder 
magazine) and of Gunners Mate H. A. Eilers, who 
bravely remained at bis station and alone stamped 
and smothered the fire in the magazine, the dan- 
er was averted, rendering flooding unnecessary. 

artin Fetting, seaman, Charles V. Baker, 2d class 
apprentice, and Frederick B. Crossman, Ist class ap 
prentice, all of whom were stationed at the 6-inch 
gun, were badly burned and bruised. pen J have 
to-day been transferred to the Naval Hospital at 
—— Others at the gun had their clothing in- 


ured. 

Some good may possibly result from this accident 
by bringing about an improved method of supply- 
ing ammunition. At present the ammunition scut- 
tles for serving the guns on the port and forecastle 
are directly in rear of the guns and the chutes lead 
almost or quite straight to the magazine passage, or 
where the magazine doors are open, as in action to 
the magazine itself. During an actual engagement 
an accident exactly similarly to this might easily 
bappen, or ashell might burst directly over these 
scutties, and in either case particles of burning 
powder would doubtless drop into the magazine 
penmaee and create a panic possibly fatal to the snip, 

or the danger would not be imaginary but real. 

Again, the magazine and passage are lined with 
inflammable woodwork and the magazine doors are 
made of light wood and are painted. 

It seems to me that of all places in the ship these 
should be of material which cannot take fire, or 
else the woodwork should be thoroughly lined with 
tin, zine or copper.

A number of 
the grains and part of the cartridge continued burn- 
ing on magazine floor, which necessitated a fire alarm, the 
smoke being too cense to allow the location and extent of 
the fire to be ascertained. 

No damage was done, but I would respectfully call your 
attention to the relative positions of ammunition chutes, 
maguzine and gun, which permit such an accident. 

In connection with this accident, it gives me pleasure to 
call your notice to the conduct of H. A. Eilers (G. M.), who, 
while the burning particies were still coming down the 
chute into the magazine, remained at his post stamping

The present undress coatis plain, comfortabis, be- 
coming, durable and neat, and 80 suitabie in almost 
every respect that there isa general desire that it 
should be—and it is—used for ali duties. 

The one proposed would be appropriate fora pup- 
pet, or a monkey accompanyiog a hand organ out- 
fit, but for military service the dust at drill spoils its 
appearance, the braid and cloth do not fade in har- 
mony, and soon becomes frayed out and shabby. It 
cannot be repaired by garrison tailors, and is ex- 
pensive and unbecoming to many. lt is an exaggera- 
tion of the worst faults of one tried years ago that 
experience proved entirely unsuitable for our ser- 
vice, and was superseded, It is not in barmony with 
our business-like tactics, and it is wholly up-Ameri- 
ean. Officers bave to perform so many different 
kinds of duty that they want a blouse that will 
always look neat, though a little the worse from 
wear.

It will be 
mounted on the battie ship Oregon as s00n as that 
vessel is ready to receive it. 
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IN an obituary notice of the late Gen. Husted 
whose death is just reported, appears this anecdote, 
whioh will interest the mewbers of the Naval Re- 
serve: “‘Heatone time boasted that he could pass 
any one bill which he chose. He made the boast in 
the presence of a number of his fellow Assembly- 
men, and a wager of the dinners was made. Gen. 
Husted told them to choose the bill. They chose 
the one authorizing the organization of the Naval 
Reserve, that one seeming to be the moat lifeless of 
all that had been introduced at the session. The 
next day Gen. Husted called up the bill, made a 
vigorous speech intimating that an appropriation 
of $90,000 was about to be made by Congress for the 
purpose, and carried the bill, and he afterward got 
Gov. Hill to sign it.” The bill which established the 
National Rifle Association and inaugurated the pres- 
ent system of rifle instruction in this country owes 
its success to a similar happy legislative chance, 
When the E‘itor of the Journyat and Gen. Wingate 
went to Albany to secure the passace of this bill, 
which had no money in it, they found the members 
of the Legislature entirely indifferent to their argu- 
ments,with the exception of the late David W. Judd, 
His personal friendship for the two gentlemen ad- 
vocating the bill, as well as his experience as a vol- 
unteer officer, prompted him to assist them all he 
could. It was the custom then, as we presume it is 
still, to allow each member of the Legislature to 
pass some one bill without question or opposition, 
Mr. Judd was induced to make the Rifle Association 
hill his pet measure. So it went, without opposition, 
through a Legislature which would have left it un- 
noticed upon the calendar, if it ever got there, so 
far as appreciation of the merits of the measure 
was concerned. 


A LONDON correspondent of the N. Y. Herald, a 
“Member of Parliament,” states that the general 
opinion as to the incapacity of Queen Victoria's sons 
who are in the army and navy is quite at fault, and 
says: “So far from being negligent or ignorant, all 
these persons have worked hard to fit themselves 
for their positions, and they are quite on a level 
point in technical proficiency with their brother 
officers. There is no better sailor, for instanoe, in 
the Royal Navy than the Dukeof Edinburgb. Every 
branch of the service is familiar to him. The Duke 
of Connaught was a cadet at Woolwich when only 
sixteen, and from tbat day to this he has been per- 
forming military duties.” Of the Dukeof Cam- 
bridge, Commander-in-Chief, this correspondent 
says: *“*‘When he came not long ago before a 
select Parliamentary Committee to give his views 
on the condition of the army, he was at first looked 
upon with great suspicion by the radical members 
of the committee, who expected to see bim bowled 
over at the firet few questions. It soon became evi- 
dent that there was no detail connected with the 
army, from the cost of the private soldier's boots to 
the actual strength of the entire British forces, 
which he had pot at his fingers’ ends. He knew his 
business thoroughly and answered the questions 
without hesitation. He was found to be absolutely 
right in all bis facts, and proved beyond doubt that 
he took the deepest interest in the welfare of the 
rank and file, and wanted to see them treated more - 
liberally in many respects, but had no power ia the 
matter.” 

















A MODERN SAILING SHIP. 


Tue London Nuutical Magazine for September 
says: “I'he improvemen‘s whicn have been effected 
in sailing-ships during the past ten years have re- 
sulted not only in great economyin working, but 
also in comfort to the crews, Tors is very strikingly 
exemplified by the large cargoes carried, and the 
comparatively smal! crews. One of the most com- 
pletely equipped suiling-ehips is the James Kerr, of 
Liverpool, which bas just sailed for (‘#ieutta. This 
vessel is built of steel, and is about $600 rons dead 
weight. she is rigged as a four-masted barque, All 
the spars are of steel, and there are double topgal- 
lant and topeail yards. The yards on all three masts 
are of the same relative sz, so that a spare topgal- 
lant sail can be bent on either the fore, main or miz- 
zen topgallant yard. Another feature is the em- 
ployment of small capstans of a very ingenious 
make, whereby the heavy topsail yards, weighing 
some four tons apiece, can be hosted by five men in 
about ten or eleveo minutes. Formerly, setting the 
topsails required all bands at toe halliards, Now it 
only takes one-third of the wateh on deck. These 
capstans are not worked by handspikes, but are 
turned by winch banodies; they have a fast and 
slow speed corresponding to a greater or less power 
exerted. They are manufactured by the American 
Sbip Windlass Company, and are beyond question 
most useful machines for sailing ships. Toe James 
Kerr bas a midsanip bridge deckhouse, which voa- 
tainsa magnificent salova, with bathroom, offica, 
sleeping and dining-rooms for the captain, A piano 
and barmonium are also provided. Adjoiniog the 
saloon are the officers’ rooms, each officer having his 
own room, all of which are fitted up ia the best mail 
stearver fashion. in the forepart of the saloon is 
the accommodation for the petty oMloers and ap- 
prentices, aud thisis of a very superior character. 
This system of housing the offivers, petty ofvcera, 
and appreotices with the captain is a most exocel- 
lent one, as itis conducive to the mainteaaace ef 
authority over an unruly crew. Forward, in a deck 
house, are the quarters of the sailors; there are pro- 
per loekers and selves for each mao, and outside, 
in @ passage, @ piace for hanging wet clothes. A 
bathhouse apd washbouse are built for their use.” .

THE ACCIDENT ON THE PHILADELPHIA. 


WE have refrained from alluding to the unfortu- 
nate accident on board the Philadelphia during the 
recent nayal celebration in Baltimore harbor, until 
we could get areliable statement of the facts. 
This is contained in the official reports which 
appear elsewhere. The casualties were confined to 
the more or less severe burning and bruising of an 
officer, Lieut. A. A. Ackerman, and three men 
of the gun’s crew. The confinement of the fire to 
the immediate vicinity of the accident is ascribed 
by Capt. Barker to the coolness aud courage of Lieut. 
Fremont,the officer in charge of the powder division 
and of Gunners-Mate H. A. Eilers, who bravely re- 
maining at his station alone stamped out and smoth. 
ered the firein the magazine. A careful inquiry 
into the cause of the explosion has established be- 
yond peradventure the fact that the accident was 
caused by the igniting of a charge in the six-inch 
gun by burning powder left from the previous 
round. The breach mechanism of our guns may 
be defective, but this accident does not serve to 
show it, as some critics have hastily assumed. The 
testimony of the gun’s crew taken by a board 
of officers consisting of Lieut. J. B. Briggs, Lieut. 
J. O. Fremont and Naval Cadet H. J. Ziegemier, 

showed that thé #harge exploded immediatel¥ upon 


closed. Also, that the gun had not been sponged 
after the previous round. After taking the testi- 
mony of all the witnesses the conclusions reached 
by the Board are, ‘“‘That there was an unusual 
amount of deposit left in the chamber by the un- 
confined charge, and that the sponging was inade- 
quate, the marine sponge only being used.” The 
deduction to be made from this aceident, which 
might have been much more serious than it was, is 
very simple. The regulation requiring guns of this 
calibre to be sponged only once inthree rounds should 
be at once amended to require a careful cleaning of 
the gun after each round, certainly when blank 
charges are being fired. But safer still would be 
the adoption of metallic shells for guns of this cali- 
bre, the same as in smaller calibre rapid fire guns. 
The ordnance authorities have drawn the line for 
metallic ammunition at 5-inch rapid fire guns be- 
cause of the excessive cost of higher calibres. The 
question of cost, however, should not enter when 
human life is endangered, and no time should be 
lost in adopting the metallic ammunition for the 6- 
inch guns on occasions requiring rapidity of fire. 








SECRETARY TRACY has very wisely given com- 
manding officers the unrestrictedgright to employ 
pilots whenever in their judgment it may be nec- 
essary. Heretofore it has not been impossible to 
secure the services of a pilot, but for fear of official 
censure for asking the Navy Department for one, 
or of having accounts for such service disallowed, 
commanding officers have taken serious risks in 
piloting their own vessels in dangerous harbors. 
While most always successful, accidents have hap- 
pened which probably would not have occurred had 
a local pilot been on board. It is good policy to 
induce officers in every way possible to become ac- 
quainted with all the dangers of our own coasts and 
harbors ; and with the valuable aid of frequently 
corrected charts from the hydrographic office and 
coast survey, we believe officers generally are well 
posted on such matters, but at the same time it 
is not possible for officers to know of all the dan- 
gers of many of our harbors, which appear and dis- 
appear with most any change of the tide. 
Even pilots who are constantly patroliug certain 
localities are sometimes caught unawares. This 
being true of the pilots, what is to be expected of 
naval officers who are entering harbors after a 
three years’ cruise, or after a tour of shore duty? 








REAR ADMIRAL GHERARDI hoisted his flag on the 
Baltimore at San Francisco last week, as we an- 
nounced, the JouRNAL of September 17 that he was 
todo. He is now at San Diego with that vessel 
and the Charleston participating in the celebration 
attending the 350th anniversary of the discovery of 
that point by Cabrillo. In a few days he will pro- 
ceed south with his ‘“‘special service squadron,” 
stopping en route at all important ports in Mexico, 
Central and South America. He willbe joined by 
the Boston at Acapulco, which is now en route from 
Honolulu, and by the Yorktown Jand San Fran- 
cisco as he proceeds southward. 








ADVERTISEMENTS inviting proposals, to be opened 
Dec. 15th, for the construction of the two ships au- 
thorized by the last Congress, were this week issued 
by Secretary Tracy. These vessels were described 
in the JouRNAL, Sept. 17th. Although the adver- 
tisement calls for ajbattle-ship of about 9,000 tons 
and armored cruiser of 8,000, the plans as hereto- 
fore described ,contemplate 11,500 tons and 9,500 
tons respectively. The conditions prescribed are 
practically the same provided -in previous adver- 
tisements for new ships. Two classes of bids will 
be received—one for hull and machinery on plans 
furnished by the Navy Department, and the other 
upon plans furnished by the bidder. Speed will be 
the basis of premium or penalties as usual. Sixteen 
knots is to be the speed fixed for the battleship, 
and twenty knots for the armored cruiser, $50,000 
being the amount fixed for premium or penalty for 
each quarter’ ofj knot above or below the contract 
agreement. One important change over previous 

requirements which wil lbe approved by bidder, is in 

regard to air-pressure in the fireroom. Heretofore 
the contracts have prescribed that the air-pressure 
should not ¢feeed one inch fof the battleship and 
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pow prescribed that the average shall not exceed 
ye amounts named. This has been doneas a mat- 
r of justice to the contractors. It will operate to 
svoid loss of speed which would be occasioned by a 
slan of exceeding\the maximum in pressure at any 
jme during the trial. With this danger hovering 
over them, contractors are apt to keep below the 
imit during the entire speed trial and thus lose 
pemiums for speed which they would probably 
gain by occasionally exceeding the air pressure dur- 
ing certain portions of the trial, and lowering it 
from time to time to keep within the average. 










































Exsien W. H. G. Buuiarp, OC. S. N., has made 
pplication fora two years’ leave of absence with 
view to taking a special course of instruction in 
lectrical engineering at Johns Hopkins University.

hat offered by the Naval Service. But as all ex- 
erience goes to show that they will come back 
gain when their services are seriously needed, per- 
aps it will be just as well in the end to let them 
ave all the knowledge they will hold. The dunger 
hat an epidemic of knowing too much will break out 
m the Navy is not so serious that it need to be con- 
dered. Give the youngsters a chance.

Wuat is the matter with the British Army? A 
London despatch of Sept. 26 reports disaffection 
among the First Life Guards stationed at Windsor 
and says: Recently a non-commissioned officer of 
Squadron C found all the eighty saddles belong- 
ing to the squadron so badly cut that they were 
completely ruined. The men were ordered into 
their barracks and were there confined. Here they 
became uproarious, disturbing the whole neigh- 
borhood. They sang “Britons Never Shall be 
Slaveer,’”’ popular music-hall songs, and the Na- 
tional Anthem. Between 9 and 10 Pp. m. the whole 
squadron went into the barrack yard, singing and 
yelling at the top of their voices. The uproar was 
continued until “ Lights Out” was sounded, when 
silence was restored. A great number of the men have 
been placed under arrest. It is reported that Capt. 
Rawson, who commands the squadron, is very un- 
popular with his men, and is said to be alone re- 
sponsible for the extra drills to which the men ob- 
ject, and to prevent which they cut their saddles. A 
parade of the troops was held the next day as usual. 
The only scene was when Oapt. Rawson entered the 
barrack equareinacab. Then the whole regiment 
lined the balconies looking on the square and re- 
ceived him with loud hooting and hissing. Profuse 
abuse was heaped on him. The authorities at 
Windsor declare that the reports of the mutiny 
are greatly exaggerated. They admit, however, 
thatthe saddles of Squadron C were cut. 








THE agonies of advertising are reaching a climax 
in London. Apparatusis being erected in the Strand 
to project advertisements on to the clouds. It has 
its military use too, according to the projector’s cir- 
cular. “The invention can be operated whenever 
there are clouds visible in the heavens, and during 
foggy weather almost any size or style of advertise- 
ment, including portraite, drawings, figures with or 
without colors; in fact, by its utility, the very heav- 
ens will become a great ‘bulletin board,’ announc- 
ing events, chronicling clection or battle resulte, 
etoc., ete. Brief announcements of the contents of 
the daily press, such as are now used, only im 
mensely enlarged. Its application to commercial ad- 
vertisements is simply without number, such as 
stock quotations, advices, racing results, etc., eto. 
Fancy soapr, famous pills, electric belte, in immense 
letters at will. [ts application to military and nava! 
signaling is also very extended, and brings all Gov- 
ernments into the list of probable subscribers or 
purchasers. ‘Cypher signaling on the clouds’ in time 
of great battles will be one additional method for 
generals and admirals issuing their ordere, receiving 
reports, etc.. eto.”’ 1f this thing continues there will 
be no refuge for the weary except in Symmes'‘s 
Hole, if that is still in existence. 








SINCE we published our paragraph about typhoid 
fever at Fort Myer a Wasbington despatch has ap- 
peared saying: “ Out of 490 men in the garrison at 
Fort Myer on Arlington Heights, opposite the city 
of Washington, seventy-five areillin the hoapita!. 
Half of this number are suffering from malarial 
fever, brought on by bad and insufficient water. 
Application has been made time and again for con- 
nection with the Washington supply, but, although 
the cost would be about #8,000 only, the plans have 
remained unacted upon at the War Department, and 
in the meantime the Government has lost almost the 
cost of the proposed connection in the loss of ser- 
vice of the eighty-three fever cases that have bur- 
dened the post in the past three yeare. The water 
supply of the fort consists entirely of a spring at the 
foot of the hill on which the post is situated. There 
are here dug three welle, which in the present state 
of drought are pumped down to the very dregs each 
day to supply the drinking water for the post.’ 
This would indicate negligence somewhere, The 
improvement of the water supply at Fort Myer 
should not be longer negleoted. The matter has been 
brought officiall¥ td the attention of thd War De-

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CAPTAIN ArTHUR Morris, U. 8. Army, retired, 
died in New York City, September 26, of heart dis 
ease. Captain Morris was born in Virginia in 1843 
and in March, 1862, was appointed from Maryland, 
a 2d Lieutenant of the 4th U.S. Artillery. He 
served with great credit during the War. being en- 
gaged in the battles of Williamsburg, Fair Onks, 
Savage Station, White Oak Swamp, Glendale, Mal- 
vern Hill, the second Bull Run, Antietam, Freder- 
icksburg, Charlestown, and others. For bis gallan- 
try at White Oak Swamp and Antietam he received 
the brevets of lst Lieutenant and Captain. After 
the War he served in various parts of the conntry, 
and was engaged inthe Modoc and Nez Perce’s 
campaigns. In 1877, he was promoted to Captain, 
and in 1887, was retired for disability inourred in 
the line of duty. The great-grandfather of the de- 
ceased officer was Lewis Morrie, one of the four 
signers of the Declaration of Independence from 
the State of New York. His grandfather was 
Lieutenant William Morris, who served on the 
staff of General Anthony Wavne during the Revo- 
lution, His father, General William Walton Mor- 
rie, served with distinction in the Seminole and 
Mexican Wars, and commanded the defences of 
Baltimore during a portion of the War of the Re- 
bellion. Captain Morris was a member of the 
Loyal Legion, the Order of Cincinnati, and several 
other social organizations. He leaves a widow and 
a son. The funeral took place on Thursday, and 
was largely attended by comrades and friends of 
the deceased. The remains were taken to Oakland 
Cemetery, Yonkers, for interment.

Mazon-GENERAL Joun Pops, U. 8. A., retired, 
died Sept. 22, at the Ohio Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Home, near Sandusky, Ohio. The eminent services 
to his country of this distinguished officer are well 
summed up in the following order:

War Dezpt., WASHINGTON., Sept. 26., 

With feelings of profound regret the Acting Secretary of 
War announces to the Army the death of Mai.-Gen. John 
Pope, U. 8. A., ret., which took place at the Obio Soldiers 
and Ssilors’ Home, near Sandusky, Ohio, on the night of 
the 231 inst. 

Gen. Pope was born at Louisville, Kentucky, March 16, 
1822. Entering the Military Academy, July 1, 1838, he was 

duated July 1, 1842, and appointed brevet 2d lieutenant 

‘opographical Engineers. He served in Florida 1842 to 1844; 
was onthe survey of the northeastern boundary line 1845 
to 1846,and inthe war with Mexico, participating in the 
several conflicss at Monterey, and inthe battle of Buena 
Vista, for which be was brevetted Ist lieutenant and cap- 
tain “for galiantand meritorious conduct;” promoted 24 
lieutenant Tovographical Engineers May 9. 1846; Ist lieu- 
tenant, March 3, 1853, and captain July 1, 1856, for fourteen 
years’ continuous service, during which period he was em- 
ployed on the survey of the Pacific Railroad route near the 
82d parallel, and in the sinking of artesian wells to procure 
water on the arid Llano Estacado. 

During the War of the Rebellion be served first as mus- 
tering officer at Chicago, but baving been appointeu briga- 
dier general of volunteers, May 17, 1861, he was assigned to 
the command of the District of North Missour: July 17, to 
the District of Central Missouri Dec., 1861. to Feb. 18. 1862, 
where he comnelied the retreat of the enemy to the South- 
ern border. He was in command of the Army of the Miss- 
issippi in the movement on New Madrid, terminating in its 
occupation March 14 1862, and in the capture of Island No. 
10 in the Mississippi River April 8, 1862, for which he received 
at the close of the war the brevet of wajor general U.8. A. 
Promoted major general U. 8. Vols. March 21, 1862, at the 
head of the Army of the Mississtopi he was enguged in the 
advance upon and siege of Corinth April 22 to May 30, and 1n 
the subs quent pursuit of the enemy to Baldwyn June 10, 
1862. Wascailed June 27, with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral, U.S. A., of July 14, to the command of the Army of 
Virginia, which was en: aged in the battle of Cedar Mourne 
tain. Aug. 9; Rappabanneck Station and Beverly Ford, Aug. 
23; Bristoe S'ation, Aug. 27; Tnorougbfare Gap and Gaines- 
ville, Ang. 28; Groveton. Aug. 29; second Bull Run, Aug. 30, 
and Chantilly, Sent. 1. He was relieved from the commard 
of the Army of Virginia Sept. 7, 1862. at bisown request, avd 
assigned to the command of the Dept. of the Northwest, 
which he beld until Jan. 80. 1865; commanded the Military 
Division of the Missouri until June 27, 1865; Devt. of Mis- 
souri to Aug. 6, 1866; 3d Military District Avril 1, 1867, toJan. 
28, 1868; Dept. of the Lakes to Apri! 30, 1870; Dept. of the Mis- 
souri to Nev_ 1, 1883, and of the Division of the Pacific to 
March 16, 18°6, when he retired from active service with the 
rank of major general, to which he had beon promuted Oct. 


Gen. Pope's death closes an eminently useful, patriotic and 
distinguished career of nearly half a century in the service 
of biscvuntry. This service, covering two wars and a large 
diversity of other duties, coupled with his life long habit of 
study bad stored bis mind with a weaith and variety of 
knowledge and information on profession and very many 
other subjects rarely acquired, and made him a wost valua- 
ble counselor on an extended range Of subjects; bis discrimi- 
nating Judementand ready facility with voice and pen in 
using bis knowledge gave bim a commanding influence dur- 
ing the larger portion of hiscareer. The many acts prompt- 
ed by bis thoughtful and generous nature bave endeared 
him to those witn whom he was associated, and many such 
who survive bim will ever tenderly cherish his memory. 

Gen. Pope's funeral will take place in St. Louis, Mo., and 
the commanding officer of Jefferson Bks. wilktuke the ne- 
cessary action for properand suitable military ceremonial 
to mark the respect in which his memory is held. Officors 
of the retired list are requested to wear the usual badge of 


mourning for 30 ove.

= The funeral took place at St. Louis, Sept. 26, with 
military honors as directed. The honorary pall 
bearers were composed of veteran officers, comrades 
of yore of the deceased General, and the Loyal Le- 
gion and G. A. R., of St. Louis, did their full meed 
of honor to the illustrious dead. The remains were 
interred in Bellefontaine Cemetry. Military critics 
may dispute as to General Pope’s capacity ag a gen- 
eral incommand of armies in the field; none, how-

No. 197. “&. T. H.” 

Par. 739. The battalion commander should have 
his battalion in column of companies at full dis- 
tance when the inspecting officer firet approaches 
the battation to inspect it. No salute is prescribed. 

Par. 700. Each battalion is marched off by itself to 
its own parade and dismissed, unless otherwise or- 
dered by the colonel. 

No. 198, “F .F. G.”’ 

Par. 714. The position of the sergeant major when 
he causes the guard to count fours is not prescribed. 

Par. 713. Details are marched out according to the 

rinciples prescribed in the School of the Soldier, or 
large enough, by using fours according to convep- 
ience; there is no further restriction. In determin- 
ing the number of men for guard no deduction is 
made for men who have marched on or off. 

No. 199, P. C. T. 

1. The company marching in line, pieces at the 
port, company right is executed as prescribed for 
the equad, Par. 140. Each man halts with his piece 
at the port and dresses to the right. 

2. Carry from the secure should not be reduced to 
motions or cadence any more than in executing the 
secure from the carry; the same applies to left 
shoulder, etc. : . 

3. Yes; it is proper to give ‘‘Cease Firing, Load,” 
when firing by company. 





SCHOOL OF THE BATTERY—LIGHT ARTILLERY DRILL. 

Par. 295. What is meant by the words “ maintain 
their relative positions?’ Do the chiefs of subdi 
visions change positions or merely face about with 
the rest of the battery? 

Ans.—The chiefs of subdivisions simply face about 
at the commands About,Frace, or execute To the rear, 
MARCH, if that command be given. 


w CAVALRY DRILL REGULATIONS. 
oe ” 

1. Do the Drill Regulations authorise the rallying 
of a command while it is marching to the rear? 

Ans.—No. Sec Par. 813. “The rally should be 
made on the line or in advance of it” and “ the 
troopers * * * form quickly faced to the front.” 

2 Do the Drill Regulations authorize the assem- 
oo of a command while it is marching to the 
rear 

Ans.—No. See Par. 814. Last clause says “ the 
corporal and base troopers march forward, the 
other troopers gain tbeir positions,’’ etc. 

3. Do the Drili Regulations authorize the forming 
of a hne of squads or skirmishers by a commund 
while it is marching to the rear? 

Awns.—See Pars. 783, 786 and 797, all of which pre- 
sume that the line or troops are faced in the direc- 
tion of the enemy before the deployment. This is 
intended to give the men and leaders a more intel- 
ligent view of what is expected of them. 

The Cavalry Drill Regulations do not probibit the 
commands for the execution of the above move- 
meuts while marching to the rear in so many words, 
but the presumption in each case is that the men 
are faced toward the enemy and is based on the re- 
sults of experience in modern warfare. The pos 
sible exception might be of a rear guard. This, 
then, “‘ becomes a condition, not a theory.” 


Fort Riley. 

1. The troop in extended order, moying to the 
rear, away from the “supposed ”’ enemy, the com- 
mand —~ a turn is given; which is then the front 
and rear 

ANS.—lt is presumed that the object of the move- 
ment is to meet a movement of the “supposed ” 
enemy, so as to conform to the cenditions of Par. 
156 upon halting, and is part of the movement, ‘‘to 
the rear.” 

2. If the enemy is still ‘‘ supposed ” to be in the 
origional position, would this not be a flank move- 
in the face of an enemy? 

Ans.—Noc in the sense usually given to that 
phrase, but it would be a senseless, unnecessary 
movement under the condition giver. 

3. “Moving forward in extended order, the com- 
mand By the right flank is twice given, should the 
troopers on bacting tave to tre original front?” 

Ans —Yes. See Pars. 783, 786 and 812. 

In the execution of movements under the first 
part of the second sentence of Par. 782, a strict ap- 
plication of Par. 783 is not expected in teaching 
“the mechanism of the movements.” 

Fort Robinson. 

1. “A troop on drill having been halted three 
ards from the line, preparatory to dressing up to 
t. and some of the files having opened out, due to 

any cause, when the command to dress up to the 
line 18 given, do the files that have opened out move 
straight forwurd to their places on the line without 
closing, or do they oblique toward the point of rest 
as they dress up in order to close these intervals?” 

Ans.—There is no objection to ooliquing while ap- 
proaching the line, but paving arrived on the line the 
troopers should move forward or backward only, 
* without passaging.”” See Par. 475. 

In squadron drill, it is prescribed that troops shall 
be “‘ halted near the line,” not three yards from the 
line; the object of this provision was to secure 
prompt alignment by a forward movement only by 
the troopers. 

2. Par. 562. Front into line, ata trot or gallop, is ex- 
ecuted as explained in tne last clause of Par. 564; 
the captain does not give command for increased 
gait.

THE RHODE ISLAND NAVAL MILITIA. 

Tue Naval Militia comoany of Bristol. R. [., enjoyed four 
days’ outing on board tae cruiser Philadelphia from Sept. 21 
to 24inclusive. The war vessel was anchored off Ft. Adams, 
Newport barbor,and the young defenders were brought 
from Bristol each day on the tug Fortune, and were return- 
ed each evening.

Tue matches at Creedmoor, L. I., on September

The Governor was much interested in 
the shooting, and in the range in general, which he 
declared wasa valuable piece of property. The 
Governor, at the conclusion of the shooting, com- 
plimented the Guardsmen on their exce!lent record, 
and promised to aid in getting the necessary funds 
from the Legislature to make needed repairs, and 
put the range in proper order. Healso promised to 
donate a prize for competition next year. 

The shooting at the 200 yards range begana few 
minutes after 10 o’clock, and was cuntinued without 
delay. General B. M. Whitlock, assisted by Col. 
G. F. Hamlin and Major D. Crocker, ably supervis- 
ing the details. 

There were seven teams on the ground, which 
were captained as tollows: 7th, Capt. W. A. Pal- 
mer; 12:h, Capt. John Macauley; 13th, Capt. D. H. 
Babcock; 22d, Capt. M. E. Burnton; 23d, Capt. H. C. 
Broun; 7ist, Vapt. Edward Gould, and 69th, Major 
E. Duffy. 

The teams from the 7th, 13th, 234, and 7lst Regi- 
ments used the Buffington Sight, while the 12th, 22d, 
and 69th Regiments used the wind gauge sight. 

The team from the 7th {Reat. proved a victor‘in 
both con e3ts, winning the lst Brigade match with 
a lead of 60 points, scoring an aggregate of 957 out 
of a possibie 1,200 points. 

The State match it won with a score of 984 points, 
being 13 points ahead of their next competitor, the 
12th Regiment team. 

‘he 23d Regiment team won the match for the 2d 
Brigade trophy, scoring 952 points against 923, made 
by the team from the 13 bh Regiment. 

Every one of the teams shot remarkably well,espec- 
ially considering the interruptions in their practice 
incident to service at Buffalo, and while all deserve 
credit, the team trom the 7lst Regiment is espec- 
ially entitled to it. This regiment has not hada 
team on the range for some ten years, and the presa- 
ent team assembled this year for the first time, It 
made a most commendable showing, and in the 
Brigade Match at the 600 yards range it had two 
points the better of the 7ch Regiment team at this 
range. The team from the 121n Regiment made a 
gallant struggie for first place, and against which 
at first seemed almosia foriorn hope. [t won sec- 
ond place in each match, however. The 69:h Regi- 
ment team shot the quickest of any on the range. 
Tney started in in excellent shape, and if a little 
more time bad been taken better results would have 
followed. in the first stage of the Brigade Match 
they were 13 points ahead of the 12th Regiment 
team and 19 behind the 7th. ‘The foliowiog are the 
scores of each team in the State Match arranged in 
order of merit.

THE NEW YORK STATE CAMP. 


THE report of Ist Lt. E. E. Hardin, 7th lof.,U.S.A., 
on the State Camp of Instruction at Peekskill, N. Y., 
covers some of the ground already gone over ia 
other reports, describing the camp and its organiza- 
tion and the tour of duty there. Lieut. Hardin says: 


Tbe administration of the camp was excellent The police 
of the camp is entirely beyond critici«m, 

The hospital is well conducted, and the men are drilled in 
the duties of the Hospital Corps. 

A signal corps ot 24 men was in camp for a week; and are 
very expert in the use of flag, heliograph, torch and flash 
ligbt sigoals, and spent mucn time both day and night sig- 
naling, messages by heliograph and lights reing sent a dis. 
tance of about six miles. Capt. Gallup, of the lst Brigade 
Signal Corps, who commanded the corps in camp, and some 
of bis men remained in camp two weeks after their tour, 
 —7 ~_crrcmaa men of other commands io signaling of all 

inds, 

Troop A, the only cavalry organization in the State, is 
composed of some of the best young menin New York, is 
well equipped aod is a good troop of cavairy—just what one 
would expect, knowing its commanding officer, Charles F. 
Roe, formerly of the 2d U. 8S. Cavairy. 

The drill ot all the organizations would be much improy- 
ed if they devoted more time at home to squad drill, and 
improved the individual training of the men. When the 
companies at battalion drill are composed of imperfectly 
drilled men, the captains must devote too much time to 
their companies, and when the captains are themselves in- 
experienced in battalion drill, they have all they can do to 
—_ to their own duties without correcting the mistakes 
of the men. 

The camp is very properly called a “Camp of Instruction.” 
The State supplied competent instructors, and the officers 
aod meno ordered tothe camp were anxious to learn, and 
profited by the time spent there. I cannot imagine ang 
change in the system pursued by New York which could 
improve the character or increase the quantity of instruc. 
tion imparted in the limited time allowed, 

Nothing could exceed the courtesy and kindness shown 
me by all connected with the =, 

Though possibly not coming within the scope intended for 
my report, I cannot refrain from statiog that the new Drill 
Regulations were most easily learned. The extended order 
drill attracts and bolds the attention and interest of the 
men, and | believe they are admirably adapted for the 
rapid training of new tro ope.

THE HOMESTEAD DIFFICULTIES. 
P1iTTsBURG, Sept. 26, 1892. 


THERE has been little of interest to the readers of the 
JOURNAL to chronicle from Homestead during the past 
three weeks. That the strike at the Carneyie plant is lost 
by the Amalgamated Association there is now bardly any 
doubt. Work in all departments of the great mill is pro- 
gressing smoothly, and the quality of the work aow being 
turned out by the non-unionists can with truth be stated 1s 
as good as has ever been turned out ot the viant. Saturday 
was pay day in the mills. Nearly $60,000 was given out. 
When the plant was ruoning full about $80,000 was the 
usual amount distributed on pay day, The amount paid on 
Saturday gladden the hearts of the business portion of the 
borough, and many who have been waiting for the sheriff 
to take away their little all will now be able to again get on 
their feet. There are about 2,500 men now in the mills, ara 
tbe officials claim they can increase this number to 1.000 
more at any time they see proper. Hugb O'Donnell, one of 
the general officers of the Amalgamated Association, who 
wus charged with murder by the secretary of the Carnegie 
Company, was on Saturday refused to be admitted to bail 
by Jodge Porter. All the’ troops but one regiment, the 
ié6th, have been withdrawn from the borough of Home- 
stead. It was the intention to bave withdrawn this last re- 
giment on Saturday, but the disposition shown by the 
strikers during the week showed plainly that the regiment 
was still badly needed in the tewn. When became 
known early in the week that it was decided to take the re- 
giment away from Homestead, a strong petition was sent 
to Gov. Pattison against such action, whoin reply to it sent 
his adjutant-general to this city last Friday morning. In 
the afternoon he was met at the Duquesne Club by General 
Wiley, Col. McKibben and Mr. H.C. Frick. General Wiley 
clearly set fortn the necessity for a further retention of the 
regiment, and Adjutant-General Greenland at the close of 
the conference was satisfied that it would be a military 
blunder to remove the regiment for the present. How- 
ever, it is more than probable that four of the eight com- 
panies comprising the regiment will be sent to their homes 
by the end of the week, and tbe other four companies kept 
at Homestead unti! snow flies if it is found necessary. The 
removal of the last of the troops all depends upon the 
strikers themselves. The Iams trouble was before the 
Grand Jury last week and true bills were found against 
Col. A. L. Hawkins, Lieut.-Col. J. B. R. Streator and Asst.- 
Surg. Grimm. I had a talk on Saturday with one of [ams 
attorneys, but he was unable to say when the cases would 
be called for trial. He has settled to his own satisfaction 
the conviction of all the defendants, The legal fight in the 
cases promise to be of a very interesting nature. This at- 
torney stated that the legality Of the Governor’s order 
which sent the troops into Homest@ad would be questioned, 
und that the Supreme Court of this State will be called upon 
for adecision, The outcome of the trials is being anxious- 
ly awsited by both soldiers and civilians in this county. 

‘The 2c Brigade marksmen have this year completely sur- 
rounded themselves with glory for the first time in the his- 
tory of the brigade. The rifle team from the 16th Regiment 
particularly are covered witb laurel and filled to overtiow- 
ing with laudations, At the State shoot at Mt. Gretna they 
won the regimental prize. In the brigade watch their high 
scores brought home with them the State tropby,and in the 
Interstate shoot at Sea Girt, N. J., they again walked off 
with the honors. As a fitting close to their march of 
triumph, their regiment met them ontheirarrivalat Home- 
Btead station, escorted them through the town, aad to the 
quarters of their colonel, where they were dismissed, after 
ustening to one of Col. Huling’s most brilliant efforts.

TEXAS VOLUNTEER GUARD. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THe copy of General (Court-martial) Order No. 
49, frow Adjutant-General’s Office, fexar, dated 
Sept. 1, 1892, inclosed, in the case of Capt. Chas. S. 
Vainor, late of the Bryan Light Infantry, probably 
explains the animus of the desnatch, as follows, 
published in your paper of Aug. 27, 1892: 

A despatch from Bryan, Tex., Aug. a0eaye: “The split up of 
the State Militia has started,the Bryan Light Infantry having 
disbanded and returned its commission. Capt. C. 8. Gainer, 
in bis letter to Adjt..Gen. Mabry, says the whole Texas 
Volunteer Guard is going to pieces. He charges the super- 
ior Officers with favoritism and conduct not becoming sol- 
diers or gentlemen in favoring certain companies in the 
encampment decisions, assailing the character of officers 
and men and denying them a hearing. Politics has entered 
the ranks of the militia. 

The despatch is false throughout, with an excep- 
tion, namely, that the Bryan Light lofantry and 


that have disbanded and returned their commis- 
sions, out of 65 companies, troops and batteries, 
taking part in the annual encampment of 1892. This 
does not look as if the “‘whole Texas Volunteer 
Guard is going to pieces.”

Largest Shoe Factory in the 
South. 


ELIZABETHTON, Tenn., July 14. 

Ground was broken bere yesterday for the 
location of the largest shoe factory in the 
South. Mrs. Robert P. Porter, wife of Pres- 
ident Porter, of the Co-operative Town Com- 

y, turned the first spadeful of earth. One 
undred operatives are already here. The 
capital stock of the concern is $100,000, and 
150 skilled laborers will be employed at the 
start. The contract calis for the completion 
of the building by September 15. A steam 
brick-making plant of large capacity and a 
metal and wood working industry, witha 
capital stock of $20,000, have also ci con- 
tracts. These results are the outcome of 
negotiations carried through successfully by 
the Co-operative Town Company.

ist Lieut. H. K. Whire, U. S. M. C., will, it is un- 
derstood, soon be in a position to submit his re- 
cently in vented improvements in smail arms to the 
crucial test of actual service. Those officers of the 
Navy and Marine Corps who have had snonctnay 
for examination of the new gun speak in hig 
terms of its efficiency and durability. 





Engineer says: ‘In 1888, when it became evident 
that something had yet to be done to render disa 
pearing guns thoroughly efficient, Capt. Galopin 
set himself the task of designing aturretin which 
the total duration of movement should not be more 
than 6 sec., at the same time that the whole opera- 
tion should be performed without the aid of motive 
power. Such a turret bas been constructed at Creu- 
sot to the order of the French Government it 
weighs 160 tons, and is easily manipulated by band 
power. A commission was iately appointed to ex- 
periment with this new turret, and to ascertain its 
eficilency as an eogine of war. The turret was 
mounted upon a solid structureof masonry, and 
was armed with two guns of 155mm. The results of 
the experiments are reported to be in every way sat- 
iafactory. The operation of raising, firing the two 
guns, and lowering, only occupied 41-2 sec., and it 
wasiound possible to repeat this discharge every 
minute. Precautions have been taken to insure free 
ventilation witbout at the same time allowing any 
admission of gases caused by explosions of the ene- 
mies’ prejectiies. As the result of these experiments 
Mesars. Schneider are likely to have placed with 
them a number of orders for this new class of war 
waterial, and in view of the heavy contracts that 
are pow in band for cupolasand guns, it is evident 
that the enormous works at Creusot will bein full 
activity for some years to come.” 





The French press continues to dwell on the suc- 
cess of French ordnance, Le Matin publishes ap ar- 
ticle in which it is stated that Krupp bas failed to 
keep up the prestige which unquestionably be- 
longed to bis works some years since. It appears 
that a report was recently circulated that Krupp 
bad sent engineers to Ekaterinosiaw to make ar- 
rangements for the erection of Russian ordnance 
foctories. This, it is stated, bas been ascertained to 
be wholly untrue, and it is added that both Krupp’s 
reputation and the total amount of work performed 
at Essen bave diminished lately. The Russians make 
their own ordnance now at Oboukbow, Poutilow, 
Perm and Krell, and obtain gunsalso from the prin- 
cipal French makers. Experience bas shown that 
while Krupp long excelied in the large masses of 
ateel employed in ordnance, latterly better steel has 
been made both in France and England. The evils 
of the wedge breech-closing system, both as to un- 
necessary weight and also weakness, have been re- 
cognized, and not long since some Krupp guns 4e- 
livered in Russia yielded under a pressure of 2,250 
atmorpheres per square centimetre. Since 1885 tbe 
maputacture of war materiel in France has caused 
that in Germany to decline. Canet guns in Greece, 


Japan and elsewhere, bavereplaced those of Krupp, €o 


and still more those of Armstrong. The de Bange 
obturator bas been adopted in Russia, England and 
America. Krupp even bas made guus with the de 
Bange obturator by special request for Norway. 
Creusot bas also been manufacturing ordnance. It 
is further stated that the Krupp guick-fire gune 
adopted in Germany are feeble and inferior to those 
which the Frencb pavy wiil have. 
_ velopment of private, as well as government ord- 

nance factories in France, allows her to regard the 
future with confidence.— Engineer. 








THE MARINE CORPS. 


THe new uniform regulations went into effect

Scarcely an item of the many changes meets with 
approval. The bybrid character of this corps, al- 
most forgotten, has been made ever apparent by a 
uniform sborn of its distinctive character and con- 
verted into a *‘combination suit’’—half naval and 
half military. The expense of an outfit, already 
very great, has been increased, and that also causes 
complaint. 
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The work of providing the men with civilized 
bedding is slowly progressing and in a few years 
=e the time-honored straw-litters will pass into 

istory.

W. L. asks: 1. Was the office of lieutenant gen- 
eral created for Gen. Scott, and did it expire with his death ? 
Ans.—Scott never wasa lieutenant-general. He was bre- 
vetted a lieutenapt-general under the act of Feb. 18, 1855, to 
date from March 29, 1847. 

2. Were not the offices of general and lieutenant-general 
created for Grant and Sherman respectively. and did not 
botb expire when they were vacated by these men, and was 
not a special act needed to make Sherman a genera! and 
Sheridan a lieutenant generai? Ans —The grade of lieu- 
tenant-general was revived in February, 1864, for Gfant. 
The grade of general was revived in 1866 for Grant. When 
Gen. Graot became President in March, 1869, and in conse- 
quence vacated his Army position, Sherman became general 
and Sheridan became lieutenant-general under the original 
acts referred to. By theact of July 15, 1870, the grades of 
general and lieutenant-general were abolished without 

rejudice, however, to the then incumbents—Sherman and 

beridan. Whea Sherman relinquished the command of the 
Army in 1883,a few months previous to his retirement for 
age, Sheridan assumed command of the Army as lieutenant 
general under the special act of Congress of Juce 1, 1888. 
Sheridan was appointed general and the grade of lieutenant 
general was abolished. Sheridan died Aug. 5, 1888, and with 
his death the gradeof general died too under the act of 
J a 1, 1888. Since then a major general bas commanded 
the Army.
